MOTION FOR LEAVE TO FILE AN AMENDED COMPLAINT 

Pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 15, Plaintiffe respectfully request leave to file an 
amended complaint in the above-captioned civil action. See Fed. R. Civ. P. 15(a) (explaining that 
leave to amend a civil complaint should be freely given when justice so requires). Investigation of 
plaintiff's claims by counsel has revealed that Ms. Adams was hospitalized for breast cancertreatment 
and thus has a record of impairment and that she is substantially limited in the major life activity of 
sexual contact due to her breast cancer. Because these two additional fects render Ms. Adams an 
individual with a disabiKty under the RehabiKtation Act, justice requires their addition to Ms. Adams'

including defendant's denial of cost of living adjustment 



as an act of discrimination and retaKation by defendant). 

Plaintiff also notes that her amended pleading should relate back to the date of his original 
pleading because the additional claims "asserted in the amended pleading arose out of the conduct, 
transaction, or occurrence set forth or attempted to be set forth in the original pleading." Fed. R. Civ. 



p. 15(c)(2). 
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Counsel for plaintiff contacted counsel Ibr defendant who has indicated that defendant will 
oppose plaintiffs motion.
